A NOTED DUELIST DEAD.

Cadb, tba thmoua dforiia* aiyl "Hre-aator," 
who kiUed CoL William IL Shannon, a 
pnNBiaiat lawyer, In a dual ia Augnat, IMO, 
and wbo anbeequontly for ton daya daflad 
tha satire power of tha atato to arraat him, 
died at his home in Cheatarflatd county, Sat- 
urday, of paralyria, agad risty^alz yaara. 
Ba waa buried yeatarday in tha grounos ad- 
Jokiing the Cash mansion beside hia aon, 
Baggan Casli, a young desperado, who waa 
shot and killad by a abarilTa poam flva years 
ago while reaiitlng arraat for tha murder of 
the town marshal of Cheraw. 

Before tha abolition ot alavary CoL Cash 
owned a large plantation aud several hun- 
dred slarei. At the outbreak of the war be 
was one of the first in the field and com- 
manded the Kl^lith South Carolina regi- 
ment at the tli-st Bull Run. He was a bold 
and desiMiaUt tl>(hter. After the war he 
Bottled u[>on his laudi and bucara» a planter. 
He was a great sportmg man und owned 
many fine horaea. He ha<) a very quick 
temper and ainoe the war has kU^iid four 
men. Two of these were negroes, whoai ha 
killed for some slight provcxntiuii. 

In 1!*S0 Ca.sh fought the t";! imils duel with 
CoL Shannon. The ditUculty grew out of 
» quarrel between the latlieti of the two 
families ro„'arding thn division of sotno 
property Col .SUnnnon, alUiou_,h an old 
man, a(oept<xl C^tsh's oliallei^fe and was 
ibot thi'ough tlka h>wru Tbe pt«<ple of the 
ttate ondtitaned thin duel so sevurely that 
sliortly afterwards Uin le|,'isl*ture |ia.suod 
the ajiti dueling law, putting; tho duelist on 
tbe same footing with au ordiiuu-y nuirderer.

Governor Buckoer has vetoed a bill to 
incorporate the Eooaomy Club of 
Louisville, on tha groaod that it waa 
class legislation. 

Tba Hania baa paaaad a bill to prorida 
for an ofTloial atenoKrapher for all the 
courts of Pendleton, Bracken, Uarriaon 
and Bobertaoa aonntiea. 

Resolution was adopted providing: that 
be Adjutant General furnish Col. R. D. 
Allan, of tha Loaiarilla MiliUry Acad- 
emy, forty guns and the neressary 
equipmenta thereto for the purposa of 
drilling. It further requires that a good 
bond shall be given to oorar tha coat of 
aaid equipments. 

The Senate has passed the House bill 
to amend the charter of Ringgold Lodge 
No. 27, 1.
